The same thing is happen- 
ing in numerous communities through- 
out the state and nation; they're build- 
ing sidewalks on roads which they have 
apparently chosen because they are used 
so infrequently that very few voters 
would see how little is being received for 
the dollar expended.

The invocation was given by Rev 
Robert H. Nichols of Auburn, N. Y., father 
of one of the graduates. Rey. James Gordon 
Gilkey, D.D., minister of the South Congre- 
gational church, Springfield, was the speaker, 
and the diplomas were presented by Mr.

GRADUATION ADDRESS 

Reminding the graduates that theirs is not 
the first generation to be called upon to live 
in a strange and puzzling and difficult 
world, Rev. Dr. Gilkey in his graduation 
address on ‘What Life Offers Young People 
Today” urged the young ladies to go out 
into an admittedly difficult world, pitting 
against its difficulties and its obstacles their 
strength, their intelligence, their resourceful- 
ness, their unflinching endurance. He stated 
that conditions look considerably better than 
they did for the graduate of 1930, 1931 or 
1932, and that this factor offers a chance to 
win an extraordinary degree of personal 
success during a period of economic and 
social recovery. “It means new opportunity, 
the chance at new achievement for those who 
have courage, strength and a will to achieve.” 

This admittedly hard world, the speaker 
stated, is offering “you the chance to re- 
construct within the framework of the exist- 
ing American pattern, American institutions 
and ideals.’ In making the reforms that 
America needs, he suggested that there are 
three things that the country must bear in 
mind: (1) a great many of our old institu- 
tions, ideals and practices are worth pre- 
serving”; (2) the task of building a new 
America is going to demand a vast amount of 
technical knowledge. People with the com- 
bination of good intentions and a hunch can 
never solve the problems this country is 
facing. (3) “as we all try to build the new 
and better America of our dreams, let us 
make sure that it is an America that gives 
not only a new deal but also a square deal to 
everybody atfected by the process of social 
reconstruction.”
